Evergreens 


Broad Leaved Evergreen Shrubs should be used for planting among deciduous plants for the winter 
effect, and for locations too' shady for coniferous evergreens. 


Evergreens are always in favor for landscape work. They 
retain their foliage and color throughout the winter, thus 
giving an effect otherwise not obtained by using other plants.
